The railroad men who are In a po­ 
sition to understand affairs say that 
there can be but little foundation in 
the story as it does not come 
from 
headquarters, and 
considering the 
conditions at present and the outlook 
for the future. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.— 
When congress closes the session this 
week, as it 16 expected to do, it will 
leave behind appropriations of stag­ 
gering and stupendous proportions. 
The appropriations, including those 
embodied in the fourteen great sup­ 
ply measures, the permanent annual 
appropriations and 
the 
appropria­ 
tions made by various bills on sundry 
subjects, will amount to considerably 
more than a billion dollars and prob­ 
ably to about $1,030,000,000. These 
are the largest appropriations 
ever 
made in a single session of congress. 
The regular supply 
bills, along 
with the public building hill and a 
number of small measures carrying 
appropriations, will amount to about 
$880,000,000. 
The permanent 
an­ 
nual appropriations as estimated far 
exceed $150,000,000. The two sums 
totaled 
amount to $1,030,000,000, 
w'hich is the amount of money 
the 
treasury department will be called 
on to pay out the coming fiscal year 
which will begin July I. 
Back In Tom Reed’s 
day, some 
folks held up their hands In horror 
at the idea of a billion dollar con­ 
gress. 
But the spectacle now wit­ 
nessed is that of a single session of 
congress providing for expenditures 
that reach the billion mark. 
By the 
time the end of the sixtieth congress 
is reached, March 4, 1909, it will be 
a two billion dollar congress. 
Warnings innumerable have come 
from the house and senate leaders j 
to the effect economy must be ob­ 
served. 
The warnings have 
been 
wholly disregarded. 
Not a bill has 
been passed by the house that 
is 
none of the regular supply bills, that 
the senate has not Increased. Some 
of the increases have been heavy, 
as in the case of the army and the na­ 
vy Dills. 
By no stretch of statistics 
can it be computed that the revenues 
for the coming fiscal year will equal 
the outlay. 
The excess of treasury 
expenditures over receipts is certain 
to be enormous, and may wipe out 
almost completely the government’s 
available cash supply. 
When Sena­ 
tor Aldrich warned the senate the 
other day that unless 
expenditures 
were held down new methods of taxa­ 
tion would have to be devised, he was 
not talking idly.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19 — 
Adequate military and naval protec­ 
tion for the Pacific Coast. 
This will be one of the planks of 
the next republican national 
plat­ 
form, lf Theodore Roosevelt has any­ 
thing to say about it. 
And those 
who have been watching the trend of 
events are pretty sure that Roosevelt 
will get into that platform Just about 
what he wants. 
The president is more than merely 
in sympathy with the demand of the 
far west that proper facilities for de­ 
fense be afforded the Pacific 
sea­ 
board. 
He is insistent upon the mat­ 
ter, as a national policy. He believes 
that just 
as 
much consideration 
should be given to the proper pro­ 
tection of the Pacific coast as the At­ 
lantic. 
He regards the interests of 
California, Oregon and Washington 
as emphatically the interests of the 
whole union, just as much as are 
those of Maine and New' York. 
He would like to see every seaport 
on the Pacific made impregnable. He 
would like to have the western coast 
amply provided with navy yards and 
docking facilities for our warships. 
So long as he is president, he will 
keep plugging away at congress for 
legislation in this direction. 
More than that, 
he hopes that 
eventually the 
United States will 
have a navy large enough to be able 
to protect*either or both coasts from 
attack by a hostile fleet. 
Consider­ 
ing the present size of the navy, it 
w'ould have to operate as a 
unit 
against a formidable foe. 
Were it 
on the Atlantic 
when 
an 
attack 
should he made on the Pacific Coast, 
great damage would he brought be­ 
fore the fleet could reach the scene— 
unless congress by that time hould 
have carried out his 
recommenda­ 
tions as to adequate fortifications. 
With a navy enlarged to the size he 
wishes, a fleet could he kept on each 
coast for such an emergency. 
Until the day of the Great Ameri­ 
can Navy, it is the belief of the pres­ 
ident that the fleet should be shift­ 
ed between the two oceans every 
year or two, and kept at the highest 
point of efficiency for any eventu­ 
ality. 
These 
sentiments the president 
feels, should be incorporated in the 
Chicago platform. 
In this policy he 
will have the enthusiastic support of 
the delegations from the Far West, 
whether they be 
pro-Roosevelt or 
anti-Roosevelt, 
pro-Taft 
or 
anti- 
Taft. 
f 
Moreover the president w ill endea­ 
vor to pledge the party to the prom­ 
ise by some of the senate leaders 
when the naval appropriation 
bill 
was under discussion recently. 
He 
had insisted on a'program of four 
battleships 
this year. 
The 
house 
balked, and so did the senate. The 
president fought harder than he has 
ever done for any of his pet policies. 
He not only sent a special message, 
hut he wrote letters to the big men 
In congress. 
He summoned them to 
the white house, and he talked to 
them like a Dutch uncle. 
The re­ 
sult was that he snatched 
victory 
from apparent defeat. 
He really had 
not expected more than two battle­ 
ships to be provided for this year. 
He got the appropriations for these, 
and the promise that congress would 
provide for two more each year for 
the next ton years. 
Now he wants 
to make that promise binding upon 
his party as a national policy.
